RETAIL  SALES.— The  Board  of  Trade 
announce  that  the  total  value  of  retail 
sales  in  June  is  provisionally  estimated  at 
four  to  five  per  cent,  above  last  year. 
Prices  in  June  (for  retail  trade  coverage) 
are  estimated  to  have  been  lower  than  a 
year  earlier  by  some  one  to  two  per  cent. 

ADEQUATE  CONTROL.  —  The 
report  of  the  Licences  Department  of 
Worcestershire  County  Council  refers  to 
two  court  decisions  granting  driving 
licences  to  persons  suffering  from  epilepsy. 
The  report  indicates  a  number  of  police 
and  other  reports  were  received,  question- 
ing the  fitness  of  particular  drivers.  All 
were  investigated  and  though  a  few  were 
shown  to  be  unfounded,  it  was  necessary 
to  revoke  or  refuse  some  ten  licences 
mostly  on  the  grounds  of  epilepsy. 
"Two  applicants  appealed  to  the  courts 
and  were  successful.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  however,  that  in  neither  case  was  it 
argued  that  the  applicant  did  not  suffer 
from  epilepsy.  Each  claim  was  based  on 
successful  control  treatment  by  drugs, 
and  the  court  appeared  satisfied  that  the 
treatment  would  be  maintained  and  was 
a  sufficient  safeguard"  the  report  adds. 

IMPORT  DUTY  CHANGES.— The 
Import  Duties  (General)  (No.  7)  Order, 
1959  (S.I.  1215),  effective  from  July  20, 
amends  certain  of  the  rates  of  customs 
duty  in  the  United  Kingdom  Customs 
Tariff.  The  amended  rates  of  duty  are 
substantially  the  same  as  those  charged 
before  January  1  in  accordance  with  the 
general  policy  followed  in  preparing  the 
new  tariff.  In  the  case  of  glass  barrelled 
hypodermic  syringes,  the  duty  is  increased 
to  33  J  per  cent,  from  20  per  cent.  S.I.  1214, 
effective  from  July  21,  reduces  the  rate  of 
drawback  of  import  duty  on  unrefined 
sperm  oil  imported  for  refining  and 
subsequent  exportation,  from  £7  3s.  6d. 
to  £5  7s.  6d.  per  ton.  The  temporary 
exemption  from  import  duty  on  rutin 
was  removed  by  an  Order  published  as 
S.I.  1959  No.1204  which  came  into 
operation  on  July  15. 

"APPALLING  ADMISSION".  —  A 
fine  of  £10  10s.,  with  £5  5s.  costs,  was 
imposed  on  Mr.  Gordon  Rees  Gilbert, 
M.P.S.,  12  Nelson  Street,  Torpoint, 
Cornwall,  when  he  was  prosecuted  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  Torpoint,  on 
July  21  for  an  unauthorised  sale  of 
strychnine.  Pleading  guilty,  Mr.  Gilbert 
said  he  had  since  realised  that  he  made 
"rather  a  bad  mistake"  by  overlooking 
the  regulation.  The  fact  that  a  certificate 
authorising  the  sale  had  been  needed  had 
been  overlooked  because  the  purchaser 
had  been  a  local  magistrate.  The  Society's 
solicitor,  prosecuting,  said  that  the  sale  of 
strychnine  was  strictly  controlled  because 
the  alkaloid  was  a  most  potent  poison. 
An  inspector  of  the  Society  who  checked 
Gilbert's  poison  book  had  found  that  \oz. 
of  strychnine  had  been  sold  for  the  destruc- 


tion of  moles  without  the  necessary 
authorisation  certificate  from  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture.  Asked  by  the  inspector 
why  the  sale  had  been  allowed,  Gilbert 
had  explained  that  he  had  not  been 
aware  of  the  restriction.  The  Society 
considered  that  a  most  appalling  admis- 
sion, since  frequent  warnings  had  been 
issued.  The  identity  of  the  magistrate 
who  bought  the  strychnine  was  not 
disclosed. 

INCOMPATIBILITY.— "So  many  of 
the  modern,  very  beneficial  medicines  do 
not  mix  with  alcohol.  It  is  most  import- 
ant that  those  taking  care  of  the  medical 
health  of  individuals  nowadays,  when 
so  many  people  are  motorists,  should  be 
particularly  careful  to  warn  them  of  the 
effects",  stated  Mr.  Ewan  Montague,  Q.C. 
(chairman,  Middlesex  Sessions)  recently, 
when  a  motorist,  Leslie  Verdum  Neville 
Williams,  14  Vernon  Road,  Bushey, 
pleaded  guilty  to  driving  under  the 
influence  of  drink  or  drugs  and  was 
fined  £40  with  £35  costs.  The  chairman 
considered  that  the  defendant  had 
unwittingly  taken  an  excess  of  drugs  for 
a  painful  arthritic  and  rheumatoid 
condition  and  mixed  them  with  alcohol 
without  any  knowledge  of  the  potential 


effect,  therefore  the  bench  did  not 
disqualify  the  defendant  from  holding  a 
driving  licence.

IN  PARLIAMENT

LABELLING  OF  MEDICINES 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  July  15, 
Lord  Archibald  asked  whether  under 
the  National  Health  Service  (a)  dispensing 
chemists  (and  medical  practitioners  who 
dispense  their  own  medicines)  were  permit- 
ted to  dispense  medicines  and  pills 
without  labelling  them  in  such  a  way  as  to 
make  contents  and  dosage  recognisable 
by  the  patient;  (b)  dispensing  chemists 
were  instructed  not  to  label  medicines 
with  their  contents  and  to  obscure,  or 
remove,  the  labels  affixed  to  proprietary 
brands  of  medicines,  and,  if  so,  what  was 
the  reason  for  this;  and  whether  in  the 
case  of  patients  whose  condition  called  for 
the  use  of  a  large  number  of  different 
pills  and  medicines,  there  was  a  grave 
danger  that  failure  to  label  them  may  lead 
to  patients  taking  the  wrong  drugs  or  the 
wrong  dosage. 

Replying,  the  Earl  of  Onslow  stated 
the  arrangements  under  the  National 
Health  Service  with  pharmacists  and 
doctors  for  the  dispensing  of  medicines 
were  on  the  general  understanding  that 
professional  services  would  be  provided 
according  to  the  normal  practice  in  their 
professions,  and  no  instructions  were 
given  as  suggested  by  the  question. 
As  regards  point  (a),  "a  pharmacist  would 
regard  it  as  professionally  incorrect, 
either  in  private  or  National  Health 
Service  dispensing,  to  label  medicines 
to  show  the  nature  of  their  contents  unless 
instructed  by  the  doctor  to  do  so.  The 
dosage  would  be  shown  on  the  label  if 


the  necessary  instructions  were  given 
by  the  doctor  on  the  prescription.  In  the 
absence  of  such  instructions,  the  pharma- 
cist would  indicate  on  the  label  that  the 
medicine  was  to  be  taken  as  directed  by 
the  prescriber." 

Dealing  with  point  (b),  the  Earl  of 
Onslow  said:  "the  Government  assumed 
the  reason  for  removing  or  obscuring  the 
name  of  a  proprietary  preparation  is  that 
the  pharmacist  had  not  been  instructed  by 
the  prescriber  to  disclose  the  nature  of  the 
preparation  .  .  .  very  often  some  of  these 
preparations  came  out  of  much  larger 
containers,  and  a  few  tablets  or  small 
amount  of  liquid  medicine  is  put  into  the 
private  bottles  of  the  chemist,  and  the 
label  added." 

Where  a  number  of  items  were  prescrib- 
ed the  doctor  would  normally  indicate 
the  amount  and  frequency  of  the  dosage  of 
each  item,  and  the  pharmacist  would 
reproduce  the  instructions  on  the  label. 
"The  patient  would  consult  the  pharmacist 
if  he  has  difficulty  in  distinguishing  be- 
tween the  various  items  or  in  interpreting 
the  written  directions;  and  should  consult 
his  doctor  if  he  cannot  recall  any  verbal 
instructions." 

Lord  Archibald  wanted  the  Minister 
of  Health  to  consider  that  in  modern 
dispensing  there  were  quite  a  number  of 
pills,  that,  to  the  lay  person,  were  quite 
undistinguishable  one  from  another  but 
which  were  intended  for  very  different 
purposes,  and  if  it  so  happened  that  a 
patient    suffered    from    two  different 
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complaints  requiring  these  different  pills 
it  was  very  easy  for  a  mistake  to  be  made. 
He  asked  whether  a  practice  could  be  laid 
down  which  would  be  safer  for  the  lay 
patient.  The  Earl  of  Morley  considered 
the  question  of  removing  proprietary 
labels  or  of  simply  putting  "To  be  taken 
as  directed"  a  "very  dangerous  practice 
indeed."  He  had  several  bottles  all 
marked  but  he  had  not  the  faintest  idea 
what  they  were.  "It  is  very  much  more 
simple  if  the  proprietary  label  is  left  on 
and  there  is  put  at  the  back  how  often  it  is 
to  be  taken.  I  have  twice  found  myself 
taking  the  wrong  bottle." 

The  Earl  of  Onslow  stated  it  was 
not  a  question  of  defacing  the  bottle, 
many  pills  and  liquid  medicines  were  made 
in  bulk  and  dispensed  in  the  chemists' 
own  bottles.  The  Minister  of  Health, 
and  all  doctors,  always  strongly  advised 
people  to  destroy  any  medicines  left  over 
when  they  had  finished  a  course  of  treat- 
ment. Lord  Archibald:  "I  was  not 
dealing  with  medicines  left  over  at  the 
end,  but  with  medicines  absolutely 
similar  in  appearance  being  used  at  the 
same  time  for  a  course  of  treatment. 
...  if  two  similar  medicines  are  being  used 
simultaneously,  to  put  on  each  "The 
tablets"  is  not  satisfactory.  I  am  asking 
that  that  point  should  be  looked  into." 

Lord  Douglas  of  Barlock  asked  if  the 
Minister  of  Health  would  consider  the 
problem  which  arose  when  the  patient 
did  not  know  what  medicine  he  was 
getting  and  in  an  emergency  had  to  go  to 
another  doctor,  "he  might  be  given 
something  which  is  entirely  incompatible 
with  the  medicine  he  has  been  taking." 

The  Earl  of  Onslow  whilst  under- 
taking to  draw  the  attention  of  theMinister 
of  Health  to  that  point  understood  that  it 
was  often  not  wise  for  the  patient  to  know 
the  exact  ingredients  of  a  particular  pill 
or  medicine. 

Lord  Stoneham  suggested  that  many 
medicines  were  suitable  for  recurrent 
bouts  of  the  same  illness. "Would  it  not 
be  wise  to  label  them  so  that  in  the 
interests  of  economy  they  should  not  be 
thrown  away  but  kept  for  later  use?"

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Moderation 

A  recent  report  from  America  of  a  code  of  conduct  for  medical 
representatives  at  exhibitions  contained  the  admonition  that  no  high- 
pressure  salesmanship  was  to  be  used,  and  that  moderation  of  voice, 
statement  and  method  must  be  observed.  That  took  me  back  many  years 
to  my  one  and  only  attempt  at  going  out  for  business  (the  expression 
"  going  out  "  is  to  be  taken  literally).  On  that  occasion  I  was  ordered 
to  attend  a  weekly  market  at  a  nearby  village  in  order  to  interest  a 
farming  community  in  a  new  product.  I  hovered  on  the  fringe,  unable 
to  distinguish  farmer  from  salesman.  At  last  there  appeared  the  perfect 
farmer — panama  hat,  leggings  and  heavy  boots,  and,  to  complete  the 
picture,  a  shepherd's  crook.  I  observed  moderation  of  voice,  statement 
and  method  only  to  be  subjected,  before  I  could  introduce  the  new  pro- 
duct, to  high-pressure  salesmanship  designed  to  make  me  the  unwilling 
possessor  of  a  ton  of  cattle-cake.  I  spent  the  remainder  of  the  day  avoid- 
ing anything  remotely  resembling  a  farmer,  and  returned  to  confess  com- 
plete failure. 

Madder 

European  madder  is  obtained  from  Rubia  tinctorum.  A  decoction 
of  its  fresh  roots  was  once  thought  to  work  gently  by  urine,  but  it 
had  more  startling  properties  than  that.  It  also  "  very  powerfully  opened 
obstructions  of  the  liver  and  spleen,"  and  was  reputed  to  be  effective 
against  the  gravel  and  jaundice.  But  madder  made  its  principal  reputation 
in  another  field  altogether.  For  many  years  the  plant  was  much  sought 
after  for  dyeing,  and  indeed  its  cultivation,  in  the  form  of  Rubia  tinctorum 
was  an  important  industry  in  eighteenth-century  France.  It  was  brought  to 
Britain  from  Provence,  Smyrna  and  Cyprus,  and  was  used  in  a  highly- 
competitive  industry  to  discover  a  fast  Turkey  red — a  dye  that  had  been 
known  in  the  Middle  East  for  centuries,  but  proved  elusive  here. 

Man  with  a  Mission 

Printing  difficulties  have  previously  prevented  my  commenting  on  the  article  | 
on  Jacob  Bell  in  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  June  6 
(p.  610  et  seq.).  Well  does  Mr.  Leslie  G.  Matthews  head  his  tribute 
"  Statesman  of  Pharmacy,"  for  it  is  only  at  rare  intervals  that  such  an  out- 
standing figure  arises.  The  man  may  be  there  without  the  occasion,  or 
the  occasion  may  arise  in  the  absence  of  the  man.  It  is  fortunate  for 
pharmacy  that  the  occasion  and  the  man  arrived  together.  And  yet  that  I 
may  not  quite  meet  the  case,  for  Lowell  said  that  a  great  man  is  made  up  I 
of  qualities  that  meet  or  make  great  occasions.  That  description  is,  per- 
haps, more  fitting  as  applied  to  Jacob  Bell.  One  wonders  what  Bell  would  | 
think  of  pharmacy  if  he  were  to  come  back  today.  There  are  features 
that  would  undoubtedly  please  him,  particularly  in  the  field  of  education, 
where  it  was  his  ambition  to  see  "  the  future  race  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  educated  men  possessing  a  knowledge  of  the  science  of  their 
profession."  He  might  view  with  misgiving  the  use  made  of  that  know- 
ledge. He  might  even  deplore  some  of  the  articles  of  commerce  which 
find  a  place  in  pharmacy  today.  The  article  by  Mr.  Matthews  gives  a 
fine  picture  of  a  man  with  a  mission  which  achieved  great  things.  It  may 
be  that  his  untimely  death  robbed  pharmacy  of  its  fulfilment.  Your  con- 
tributor mentions  the  Jacob  Bell  Memorial  Fund,  and  refers  in  another 
place  to  Bell's  friendship  with  Dickens  and  Thackeray.  It  is  of  interest 
that  both  authors  subscribed  to  the  Memorial  Fund  and,  indeed  many 
names  outside  of  pharmacy  appear  in  the  list.  The  office  of  president  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  one  of  heavy  responsibility  at  any  time,  but 
in  the  centenary  year  of  Jacob  Bell  it  seems  to  carry  added  weight.

Overseas  Trade  in  June 

THE  value  of  drugs,  medicines  and 
medicinal  preparations  exported  from  the 
United  Kingdom  during  June  was  down 
to  £3.07  millions,  against  an  average 
monthly  value  of  £3.35  millions  for  the 
first  half  of  1959.  Most  of  the  items  for 
which  separate  statistics  are  normally 
published  (see  tables)  contributed  to  that 
fall,  but  exceptions  were  provided  by 
aspirin  and  alkaloids  (other  than  quinine). 

Following  the  pattern  of  previous 
months  Australia  was  by  far  the  best 
market  for  United  Kingdom  prepared 
medicines,  the  value  of  shipments  to  the 
Commonwealth  being  £397,468,  Nigeria 
coming  next  with  £189,823.  The  Indian 
market  still  remains  restricted,  but 
considerably  more  (£1 1 1,020)  was  shipped 
to  Turkey  bringing  the  total  for  the  half 
year  to  a  little  over  £h  million.  Exports  to

Egypt  have  fallen  off  and  so  too  have 
those  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
which  in  June  were  valued  at  £63,684, 
against  a  monthly  average  of  £89,000  for 
the  first  half,  of  the  year. 

In  contrast  with  exports,  imports  of 
prepared  medicines  rose  to  £437,800,  the 
highest  value  since  January. 

Discussing  total  exports  and  imports, 
the  Board  of  Trade  states  that  June 
brought  a  swift  reaction  from  the  over- 
favourable  trade  position  in  May.  Exports 
fell  by  nearly  £48  millions  to  £251.6 
millions.  Re-exports  were  fractionally 
lower  at  £10  millions,  and  imports  rose 
by  £21  millions  to  £331.6  millions. 
As  a  result,  the  visible  trade  deficit 
increased  from  £1^  millions  in  May  to 
£70  millions  in  June.

OTHER  TIMES 

In  these  modern  times  it  is  unnecessary 
to  stir  from  one's  armchair  to  learn  of  the 
benefits  of  medicine  to  mankind  in  general. 
It  was  not  always  so.  The  travelling 
vendor  of  medicines  in  bygone  days 
resorted  to  all  kinds  of  theatrical  measures 
to  sell  his  wares.  In  the  year  1662,  for 
example,  the  city  of  Edingburgh  was 
visited  by  John  Pontheus,  a  German 
gentleman  who  styled  himself  professor 
of  music.  He  set  up  a  stage  in  theHigh 
Street  there,  and  on  that  stage  appeared 
a  clown  whose  efforts  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  the  crowd.  A  further  attraction 
was  provided  by  a  man  who  danced  on  a 
tight-rope,  and,  when  the  audience  was 


settled,  ascended  to  high  building  to 
which  was  attached  another  rope.  This 
the  expert  "descended  upon  his  breast 
with  his  arms  stretched  out  like  the  wings 
of  a  fowl,  to  the  admiration  of  many." 
At  that  point  the  professor  began  to  vend 
his  drugs  at  eightpence  per  packet,  and 
the  diarist  Nicoll  admits  that  the  drugs 
were  good  and  real — so  good,  in  fact, 
and  so  cheap,  that  country  chirurgeons 
and  apothecaries  came  to  Edinburgh  from 
all  parts  of  the  realm,  and  bought  them 
for  the  purpose  of  retailing  them  at  a  profit. 
It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  something  to 
be  learned  from  Professor  Pontheus. 
A  tight-rope  expert  could  hardly  fail  as  a 
model  for  tranquillisers  and  the  clown 
would  be  an  adjunct  to  the  antidepressants. 
Instead  of  seeing  only  one  medical  repre- 
sentative, we  might  be  treated  to  a  turn 
from  the  Atartactic  Equilibrists  of  the 
Neurovascular  Neurotics.

DIPLOMAS 

In  the  report  of  the  June  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
(p.  660)  we  learn  that  certain  colleges  are 
anxious  to  institute  a  diploma  in  tech- 
nology having  pharmacy  as  its  theme. 
The  colleges — unspecified  in  number  or 
location — want  an  assurance  from  the 
Society  that  such  a  diploma  will  be  recog- 
nised for  registration  purposes.  We  have 
it  on  the  authority  of  Mr.  Maplethorpe 


(chairman  of  the  Council's  Education 
Committee)  that  there  are  legal  problems. 
They  do  not  appear  to  be  insuperable, 
otherwise  there  would  be  no  need  to 
refer  the  question  to  a  committee  for 
examination  and  report,  a  simple  "no" 
would  have  sufficed.  What  the  colleges 
are  asking  is  that  they  should  be  allowed 
to  examine  the  diploma  in  technology 
internally — as  is  done  with  other  diplomas 
in  technology — and  that  their  own  inter 
nal  examinations  should  have  statutory 
recognition.  The  diploma  of  the  Society  is 
an  external,  not  an  internal  problem.  But 
again  efforts  are  to  be  made  to  overcome 
the  difficulty,  for  the  Committee  are  to 
examine  the  possibility  of  making  the 
Society's  examination  internal  by  holding 
the  examinations  in  the  colleges.  That 
would  have  the  advantage,  says  Mr. 
Maplethorpe,  of  enabling  students  to 
work  in  surroundings  that  were  familier  to 
them.  Why  has  that  thought  not  occurred 
until  now  ?  The  pointed  questions  you  ask 
in  your  leader  on  the  subject  are  of  vital 
importance  and  demand  an  answer.  I 
fancy  that  the  branches,  who  have  not 
apparently  been  consulted,  will  ask  for 
information.  Some  matters  of  policy  have 
to  be  determined  by  the  Council  acting 
in  an  executive  capacity,  but  one  would 
imagine  that  a  fundamental  change  such 
as  is  envisaged  here  would  require  a 
mandate  from  the  electorate.

DARANIDE.  —  Chemistry:  l-3-disulphamyl-4-5- 
dichlorobenzene  or  dichlorphenamide,  an 
orally-active  inhibitor  of  carbonic  anhydrase. 
Like  similar  compounds,  it  increases  the  urinary 
excretion  of  bicarbonate,  chloride,  sodium  and 
potassium.  Causes  a  greater  increase  in  chloride 
loss,  and  therefore  less  acidosis,  than  other 
carbonic  anhydrase  inhibitors,  and  repeated  ad- 
ministrations are  therefore  more  effective.  The 
ability  to  change  electrolyte  metabolism  has  led 
to  the  use  of  the  drug  in  glaucoma,  where  long 
and  effective  therapy  with  carbonic-anhydrase 
inhibitors  is  of  considerable  clinical  value. 
Acetazolamide  (Diamox)  also  inhibits  the 
formation  of  aqueous  humour,  and  is  used  in 
a  similar  way,  quite  apart  from  its  diuretic 
action.  The  newer  diuretics  of  chlorothiazide 
type  inhibit  another  enzyme  system,  and  have 
no  value  in  glaucoma.
